Election/Restriction

1. Claims 1-16, drawn to a private wireless network (PBX) integrated with a wireless 

public network and its components, classified in class 455, subclass 555. 
11 Claims 17-28 and 49-51, drav^ to a (separate) method for registration and call 

services including call origination and call termination, classified in class 455, 

subclass 435.1. 

III. Claims 29-40, drawn to a (separate) method for handoflFs of a mobile station in a 
PBX and the public wireless network, classified in class 455, subclass 439. 

IV. Claims 41-48, drawn to a (separate) method for delivering voice mail/message of a 
mobile station in a PBX and the public wireless network with the use of a 
computer telephone interface (CTI) and a gateway, classified in class 455, subclass 
413. 

V. Claims 52-53, drawn to a (separate) method for updating a service profile of a 
mobile station in a PBX and the public wireless network, classified in class 455, 
subclass 432.3. 
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2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I, EL, EH, IV and V are related as combination and subcombinations. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not 
require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because invention I drawn to a private wireless network (PBX) integrated with a wireless 
public network and its components, classified in class 455, subclass 555. The subcombination has 
separate utility whereas invention II is about a (separate) method for registration and call services 
including call origination and call termination, classified in class 455, subclass 435.1. It points out 
to a different application even though within a same integrated network of PBX and v^reless 
public network. In a similar manner, invention III is about a handoflF technique; invention IV is 
about voice mail messaging technique; and invention V is about updating service profile or user 
profile, even though these techniques are applied within a same integrated network of PBX and 
wireless public network. Invention 1, 11, IE, IV and V are clearly distinct from each other, as 
disclosed by the contents of the claim language, because invention I and inventions H, HI, IV and 
V disclose a system v^th its components and then separate techniques for use in that 
communication system. See MPEP § 806.05(d), 
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3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their difiFerent classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, Group III, Group IV and Group V, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
